SIXTEEN T H O U S A N D .

Coroner W*i~h had a gang of men 
at work removing bodies which had 
been hurled in front of the hall of jus­ 
tice in Portsmouth square on the first 
day of the fire. 
Thirty bodies wert 
taken out and transferred to Laurel 
Hill cemetery or given to undertakers 
upon request of relatives. 
The coro­ 
ner and his assistants later went to 
Washington square and finished the 
task of removing bodies that received I 
temporary burial during the fire. With 
the completion of this work another 
danger to health has been done away 
with. 


Hon were thrown 
down, and frail 
buildings were considerably shaken 
up, but the damage done was slVght. 
The shock was also felt in Oakland 
and Berkeley, but in these places It 
was very slight, and of brief dura 
tion. 
The earthquake shock caused the 
death of Mrs. Annie W hitaker aged 
twenty-five. 
She was at work In the 
kitchen of her home on Wall street, 
In the Mission district, when the shock 
came. 
The chimney was left In a tot-1 
taring condition by the heavy shock 
last Wednesday, and crashed through 
the roof upon the young woman and 
fractured her skull.
